Many were the cities sweltering 
around 100 degrees, Mitchell, 8.D 
heading the list as the hottest city 
at 108, It was 100 in Sioux Palis, 
Des Moines, Lincoln and Sioux City 
each reported 100 and experienced

A farmer near Lincoln and two 
other persons in the St. Louls dis- 
trict died from the effects of heat 
equaling the number of victims 
taken by the hot wave yesterday

GROWING UNEMPLOYMENT 

Official figures may be acourate but the de- 
ductions made from them can often be mislead- 
ing. This is the case in connection with the last 
official figures issued by the Federal Department 
of Labor. They are optimistic beyond the con- 
ditions warranted by the facts of the situation, 
and it is significant that they will be the last 
figures of this character to be issued before the 
general election of July 28. The figures are for 
June and cover the employment situation in 
Canada. It is possible that they may be quoted 
by Mr. Mackenzie King in his labored efforts to 
show that the unemployment problem fm the 
country Is of insignificance 

The official statement from the Labor De- 
partment says “Montreal, Quebec, Toronto and 
Winnipeg all showed considerable gains in eni- 
ployment on June 1. Improvement on a large 
seale was recorded in Montreal,” 
Star takes issue with this statement 
figure for employment in Montreal was 116.6 on 
June 1, whereas on June | last year It was 119.3 
Each point of the index means the employment 
of 1,300 persons Thus Montreal has nearly 
4,000 less employed this month than a year ago. 
Montreal i¢ a rapidly growing city Each year 
since 1921 it has shown increased employment 
owing to growing population up to the present 
year, when there has been a notable decline. 
Among 900 firms reporting to the Labor Depart- 
ment there is a record of unemployment below 
the normal of 10,000 persons. 

The Star further quotes the Labor Depart- 
ment's report: “Transportation construction 
and manufacturing and trade reported the 
greatest Increases in Montreal.” It Js pointed 
out that transportation, which provides work for 
nearly 10 per cent of the employed in Montreal, 
shows an index figure of 123.1 as compared with 
132.8 on June 1, 1929, or a decrease of 12,710 em- 
ployees in this group alone. Construction also 
shows a drop of a substantial character from 
134.3 to 98.6. The Star, moreover, points out 
that Montreal's case is not an isolated one, for 
manufacturing throughout Canada shows a sub- 
stantial decrease over the figures of June, 1929. 
In Quebec there are decreases in manufacturing, 
lumber products, pulp and paper, textiles, iron 
and steel, communications and transportation 
In suthming up its analysis of the Labor Depart- 
ment’s figures, The Star says 

“These index figures are a warning 
Trade conditions will be at thelr worst and un- 
employment will have reached a tragic figure 
next December, judging by all present signs and 
figures, unless Canada awakes from her slumber 
and inaugurates a policy which will check the 
importation of foreign manufactures and keep 
Canadian workers employed at home at remun- 
erative wages.”

GREAT BRITAIN'S NAVY 


Lords Beatty and Jellicoe, men of the Royal 
Navy who have been through the storm and 
stress of crises afloat, are opposed to the terms 
of the London Treaty because it falls to recognize 
the responsibilities of Great Britain Ultimately 
the vast majority of public opinion In Great 
Britain and throughout the Empire will veer 
round to their way of thinking. They represent 
the views of the Navy and, presumably see the

The London Treaty is spoken of as a step in

no other nation, It represents a capitulation of 
Great Britain's right to estimate her own re- 
quirements and to determine the measure of 
security that should be established for these 
effect it places the basis of Great Britain's naval 
strength at the dictation of foreign Powers, The 
views of all the countries, save Great Britain, 
represented at the London Conference were 
dictated "by naval experts, Those of Great Brit- 
ain were formulated by politicians who know but 
little about naval affairs and refuse to be bound 
by the experience of the past 

Ear) Beatty has asked, very pertinently 
induced the Admiralty and the Government to 
cut down the number of cruisers from seventy to 
titty; The reply ts, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald, but 
that is Rot the answer given. Mr, MacDonald 
went from-surrender to surrender and the net 
result Is that Japan and the United States, in 
pursuance Of the gospel of parity, are permitted 
to increase their navies, ~while Great Britain 
reduces her's, The Labor Government pursued

No Government can play poil- 
ties with the safety of the country and remain 
in office. 
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A BENEFACTOR OF CHINA 


One who may be said to have attuned his 
career in life to pioneering and philanthropic 
effort has passed away in the death here of 
Dr. Philip P. Cousland, who for many years en- 
joyed a place in the foremost ranks of medical 
missionaries in China. He went to Swatow first 
and then to Chao-Chao-fu as a missionary for 
the Presbyterian Church, A doctor as well as 
missionary, he became greatly In demand among 
the Chinese in the practice of the healing art 
and it was not long before he had built a hospital 
and compound and had trained Chinese to help 
him in his medical work. For twenty years he 
carried on with self-sacrificing devotion until a 
breakdown in health compelled him to relinquish 
active practice. 

He then turned his attention to translating

Western medical books into Chinese so that Chi- 
nese doctors could be trained ail the more effi- 
ciently. In 1907 he was appointed editorial sec- 
retary of the China Medical Missionary Associa- 
tion, and tn that position, where he served with- 
out pay, his erudition and extensive medical 
knowledge was of the utmost value. To him 
China owes more in a medical sense than per- 
haps to any other man of recent generations. 
One of his chief feats was the compilation of the 
Anglo-Chinese Medical Lexicon, a work which 
has gone through several editions and is now a 
standard reference book in Chinese medical 
circles. China honored him for his persistent 
efforts in the cause of medicine‘in that country. 
He was an LL.D. of the University of Hongkong, 
and in years gone by, before Republican ideas 
took hold of the country, he had been appointed 
by the late Emperor to membership in the Most 
Eminent Order of the Excellent Crop. Among 
the positions whieh he held was that of president 
of the Chinese Medical Missionary Association. 

Such a man as the late Dr. Cousland was a 
factor in the civilization of China in which the 
white race has done so much. There ts little 
doubt that his efforts have been the means of 
arresting the flow of sickness and epidemics in 
@ land where, not so many years ago, modern 
medical science was largely unknown. His was 
always a painstaking and self-denying work 
His heart was in it and his enthusiasm never 
flagged as he saw the benefits of his efforts ex- 
pand and amplify. In the Orient as well as here 
the deepest sympathy will be felt at his death 
and extended to his widow and sons and 
daughter, 


THE TOURIST TRADE 

The tourist industry in Canada is estimated 
by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics to have 
brought in $299,183,000 last year. In nine years 
the monetary benefits to this country show an 
aggregate of $1,798,549,000. Each year there is 
& substantial growth, averaging from $30,000,000 
to $35,000,000. In 1929 4,508,809 motor cars en- 
tered Canada for all purposes and over all periods 
from twenty-four hours and upwards. The ma- 
jority of these cars entered Ontario, whose pro- 
portion was 2 

There is reciprocity in this tourist 
last year spent $20,083,000 on trips 
\rough ocean ports. She spent $65,155,000 on 
motor trips to the United States, and on travel 
by rail and steamer in that country a sum of 
$26,163,000, Thus Canada’s expenditure was, 
according to the foregoing figures, $11,401,000 on 
travel, but the outlay does not include what was 
spent in Europe and other lands That is why 
comparative tourist figures are inconclusive and 
why it 1s impossible to estimate what Is the fav- 
orable balance which Canada enjoys in the trade 


During 1929 more taxes were collected for the 
Federal Treasury than in any other year, save 
one, in Canada’s history. Mr. Mackenzie King 
is regaling his audiences by telling them what 
his Government has done to reduce taxation 
It was that same Government which increased 
the sales tax from 3 to 4, and then to 6 per cent 
When, in turn, it commenced to reduce this tax 
it looked around for the applause of the people 
of Canada. 


Mr. J. L. Garvin believes that the problem in 
India for British statesmanship is to create the 
United States of Hindustan. That is the ques- 
tion, not one of Dominion status. Of the latter 
he says, “Dominion status by Itself is a phrase 
that solves nothing and falsifies everything. You 
might as well talk of ‘Dominion Status’ as a sim- 
plifying solution for the universe.”

American representations of life 
in Great Britain, high, middle, or low, are far funnier 
without meaning to be. But the perversions of langu-

TRAFFIC CONTROL 
DEVICE IS TESTED 


(Canadian Press) 

TORONTO, July 9.—A new device 
for traffic control Is being tested at 
Toronto intersection. The impa- 
tient motorist no longer has to wait 
until a policeman waves him on or 
the clockwork light turns green. 
Driving alongside the signal box he 
blows his horn and in a few seconds 
‘the light turns in his favor, 

This device is suitable only for 
intersections like Yonge Street and 
Lawrence Avenue, Toronto, where # 
very light stream of trafic crosses 
one of the city’s main thorough- 
fares, When the Nght turns it 
allows only thirty or forty-five sec- 
onds for cross traffic and two or 
three minutes for that on Yonge 
Street. Its chief value is that it 
allows an uninterrupted through 
trafic as long as there arc no wait- 
ing cars on the side street. Pedes- 
trians may also change the lights 
by pressing a button on the control 
box. A short walt and they may 
cross in perfect safety. 

The control box resembles an old- 
tim: phonograph, with a horn to 
collect the sound from the waiting 
car. A sensitive microphone picks 
up the noise, converts it dnto an 
electrical impulse and operates the 
mechanigm to change the lights. A 
timing device allows a certain period

FINDER CAN FEEL 
INVISIBLE TWIST 


Electrical Instrument Will Increase 
Safety of Construction by 
New Tests 


ATLANTIC CITY, NJ., July 8— 
An electrical finder that “feels” the 
invisible twists and strains in steel 
under great pressure was described 
to the American Society of Testing 
Materials here recently. 

The purpose is to increase safety 
in construction by making under 
conditions of actual use tests here- 
tofore confined to scientific labora-

plate. But these injuries can be re- 
duced to a minimum 

‘The commonest and most painful 
of injuries to catchers are split 
thumbs and fingers resulting from 
unruly foul tips. And these Injuries 


are serious, for they require stitches | 


and the team loses the player's sery- 
joes from two weeks to a month. 

Amateur catchers are inclined to 
spread their thumb and fingers too 
far apart when catching behind the 
bat and thus provide a target for 
foul tips that are deflected off the 
bat. 

Always hold your thumb down 
and your fingers cupped close to- 
gether. This will keep you from a 
painful and expensive injury and a 
bad looking hand. 

Practice catching the ball with 
the glove first ahd then cupping the 
hand over it, instead of uaing both 
hands simultaneously 

Tt will keep you from having a 
hand like Jimmy Archer. Rogers

Referring ‘to the credit that the
